Dutch Battleship A rriv e s In H a rb o r cf 


W illem stad H a vin g In T o w the Co?s< 


G uard Vessel Captured, W ith The 


N e the ^ .m d s Flag Flying. 


Washington, Dec. lo.—The existence 
of what amounts practically to a state 
of war between Holland and Vene­ 
zuela, the absence for the first time in 
many years in an acute crisis of this 
kind of American warships from their 
proper sphere influence, and the pro­ 
fession by the state department offi­ 
cials of their ignorance of the inten­ 
tions of Holland, constitute a most 
serious and interesting international 
situation. 
So long as the Dutch ships 
act strictly within the lines of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine as construed in the an­ 
nual message to congress of President 
Roosevelt last year, so long as no at­ 
tempt is made to seize Venezuelan 
territory for permanent occupation; so 
long as Dutch warship captains con­ 
fine their activities to the seizure of 
Venezuelan ships and blockade ports 
and thus attempt to redress the af* 
front to Holland's honor, there will 
probably be no interference on the 
part of the United States government. 
This telegram was received 
from 
Willemstad: 
“The 
Dutch battleship 
Jacob von Heemskerk arrived in the 
harbor towing as a price the Venezue­ 
lan 
coast guardship, “23 de Mayo.” 
Word of the capture had already been 
received here and a great throng of 
people lined the quays to witness the 
entrance of the Dutch battleship con­ 
ducting her capture within the harbor 
The flag of The Netherlands had been 
hoisted to the peak of the captured 
Venezuelan coast guardship and astern 
the Dutch flag floated the Venezuelan 
colors. 
Although the Venezuelan flag 
is still shown, it is in minor contrast 
to the Duth pennant flying from 
the 
mainmast and foremast of both the 
warship and its prize. 
The capture of the “23 de Mayo,” ef 
fected Dec. 13 at a point a little north 
of Cumana, on the Gulf of Caraco. 
The battleship Heemskerk observed 
“23 de Mayo” in the offing, took pos­ 
session of her and sent a prize crew 
aboard. 
The Venezuelan crew which 
h^d been in charge of “23 d?1 Mayo” 
was sent a shore in small boats of 
the captured ship. 
The Heemskerk 
then proceeded back to Willemstad 
escorting her prize. 
The Dutch criuser Gelderland left 
for the Venezuelan coast. 
She had 
on board 
seamen 
thoroughly 
ac­ 
quainted with the small bays and in­ 
lets along the Venezuelan shores. 
The “23 de Mayo,” while classed as 
a coast guardship, is a unit of the 
Venezuelan navy, but her size and 
strength are insignificant. 
She is of 
130 tons and armed with one machine 
gun. 
The Gelderland started out after the 
Venezuelan torpedo boat Marfiarita, 
a steel vessel of ninety-seven tons, 
and armed with four three-pounders 
and two torpedo tubes. This vessel is 
supposed to be off the Island of Mar­ 
garita. 
The 
Jacob von Heemskerk 
wilt 
leave here at once to resume her pa 
trot service on the coast.

T. Jenkins Hains is accused of being 
as guilty of the shooting as his brott* 
er. He is charged not only with coun­ 
seling and aiding his brother in the 
actual shooting, but 
also 
with 
as­ 
sisting him by holding back the crowd 
that might have succored Annis. After 
Captain Hains had emptied his revol­ 
ver into the body of Annis, in the pres­ 
ence of a throng of persons witness­ 
ing a boat race on a hot summer after­ 
noon, in the full light of a glaring sun, 
his brother aimed at the crowd his 
own pistol, ordering them to “Stand 
back!”

TEXTBOOK RULING. 


Buy Wherever Possible if Con­ 
ta cto r Cannot Supply. 
Austin, Dec. 15.—The attorney gen­ 
eral advised numerous inquiries Sec. 
IO of the textbook law permits school 
patrons to procure textbooks wherever 
they can in the event of the contrac­ 
tors’ failure to supply them. 
More­ 
over, he holds in effect when patrons 
have provided themselves in this way, 
the tender of the adopted by the con­ 
tractors subsequently will not have 
the efect of re-establishing the obli­ 
gations of the contract. 
Under the 
terms of this ruling, the restrictions of 
the textbook law are nullified where 
ever the contractors have failed to ful­ 
fill their obligations and the people 
are empowered to employ for a re­ 
mainder of the period covered by the 
original contractors any books 
that 
they may select. 
Section 8 of the textbook law speci­ 
fies a penalty for failure to provide 
the necessary bocks for the conduct 
of the school aggregating the value 
of the books required, but not sup­ 
plied. 
Many letters were sent by the 
attorney general to county superin­ 
tendents and county judges asking the 
detailed information 
respecting 
the 
books needed to transmitted to the 
department at once, that
